Swithin f°. Shortlidge as he breathed the¢ 
prayer of a broken-hearted, remorse-haunt- 
ed man. 

The former master of the fashionable Me- 
dia Academy for Young Men bowed, greatly

changed from his old-time self, suddenly 
reappeared a few days ago in the town | 
where, in a moment of delirium, he shot 
and killed his wife. 

The last time his Media friends saw him, 
the professor was qp trial for his life. In 
a fit of insanity he had led his young wife 
from the house, on New Year's Eve, and 
sent a bullet through her heart. Then he | 
turned the weapon upon himself, but before | 
he could accomplish self-destruction he was | 
overpowered. The juryeacquitted him.

Mr. Bryan, he con- 
tends, is highly probable as the next Presi- 
dent, te next sets himself to meet the 
British conviction that the American nation 
could never intrust its destinies to a man 
of Mr. Bryan's free coinage notions. He 
argues that Mr. Bryan cannot change the 
monetary system, even if he so desired, be- 
cause of the gold standard law. He sSavs: 

“As gold is now very plentiful, all the 
silver the government owns might be paid 
out, were as 3 executive to order such a pro- 
ceeding, without shaking the gold standard 
in the least.’’ 

Gold Democrats, he says, have returned | 
to the party fold.

McKinley's re-election would mean the ‘“‘de- | 
cay of faith tn moral forces, and would 
sanction the new deification of might.’’

FELLOW STUDENTS AROUSED 


At Other Colleges the Innovation Is 
Looked Upon in Anything but 
a Favorable Light.

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—There is muttering 
among the students of the University of 
Chicago over the latest stigma that has 
been put upon two of their number by the 
order of the powers. Before the order went 
into effect the students were known as 
“information clerks.” Today the snobs 
whisper the word “lackeys.’’ For the two 
young men have been placed in uniform. 

The instruction went into effect a few 

days ago. The student body was intensely 
Surprised and much angered one morning 
to find the two clerks who are stationed in 
the anteroom of President Harper's suite 
of offices clad in full uniform. The dress 
consisted of a tight-fitting jacket and trous- 
ers of a rich maroon, the color of the in- 
Stitution, which is worn as a badge of dis- 
tinction by the college athletes. Down the 
front of the jacket were two heavy stripes 
of black braid and on the collar were the 
letters in gold, “U. of ©.” On a nickel 
badge on the breast is the word ‘‘Informa- 
tion.’ 
It may be that the @fficials thought there 
Was not much harm in placing the young 
men in uniform, for they were working 
their way through the institution. Hun- 
dreds of students have struggled along as 
best they could to complete their education, 
but never before were they compelled to 
brand themselves to the world.

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NO STAMPS F QuIR 


TAX NOT DUE ON PAPERS OF 
NATURALIZATION. 


DECISION OF COMMISSIONER 


Foreign-Born Citizens May Present 
Their Papers to Registration Of- 
ficers Next Tuesday. 


Whether certified copies of naturalization 
papers, when presented to registration of- 
ficials, must bear revenue stamps, Is a ques- 
tion that caused trouble to many foreign- 
born would-be voters yesterday, and 
vented a great many of them from regis- 


tering. It has been decided at Washington | 


that stamps are not required. 

In many precincts the election judges de- 
clined to allow men to register whose nat- 
uralization papers.did not bear Uncle Sam's 
War tax stamps. 

Complaint was so general from this cause 
that finally Judge James BE. Withrow was 
appealed to. On the face of the federal law 
it appeared that a 10-cent stamp was re- 
quired. Judge Withrow declined to pass on 
the question off-hand. He suggested that it 
would be best to put the question to the 
commissioner of internal revenue at Wash- 
ington and let him settle it. Accordingly, 
Judge Withrow sent the following tele- 
gram to the commissioner:

ENGINEER FORCED HER SPEED. 


HER IN SAFETY TO HER 
DOCK JUST IN TIME. 


TOOK 


When They Rang His Signal to Slow 
Up He Failed to Respond and 
When Found He Was Dead 
at His Lever.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—In a wild race for 

life a dead man’s hand guided the crew of 

the tugboat John A. Hagan to safety. All 
four of the men who manned the diminutive 
river craft remained at their posts in the 
hour of danger, each doing his share toWward 
the safety of all, but Frank Kelly, the engi- 
neer. is the hero of the exciting drama, 


. which was enacted on the Delaware in the 


fog of Saturday night—and Kelly is dead. 
When the danger was past his lifeless body 
was found-in the engine room, his right 
hand grasping the wide-open throttle in a 
grip of death. 

The John A. Hagan was engaged all Sat- 
urday in moving barges belonging to. Peter 
Hagan. Toward 11 o'clock p. m., while’ the 
tug was shifting one ofthe: barges off 
Greenwich Point, it collided with another 
and sprung a leak. : 

Investigation showed that the damage 
to the boat wes so great that she was in 
imminent danger of sinking. Four men 
only were on board—Capt. Frank Cattan, 
Engineer Kelly, Fireman Charles. Jordan 
and a deck hand. The latter was sent to 
the pump, Jordan hurried to the fire room. 
and, while Kelly went to his post, the cap- 
tain took charge of the wheel. 

Full speed ahead was rung by the cap- 
tain and a wild race for the tug’s dock, at 
Port Richmond,-was begun. 

Kelly's hand gripped the throttle firmly, 
and his eye was riveted on the steam- 
G@auge. Occasionally he alternately yelled 
words of cheer to the captain in the pilot- 
house and to Jordan in the fire-room be- 
low. Just above Market street, Jordan got 
the last measage from the engineer: 

“Keep her up, Charley,'’ he cried ‘‘We're 
almost there!” 

Near Port Richmond, with the deck of 


«the tug almost flush with the water, the 


captain signaled half speed, to enable him 
to make the turn into the dock. 

No attention was paid to his signal, and 
he rang the bell a second, a third and a 
fourth time. He called through the tube, 
but could get mo answer. 

The fireman, having heard the repeated

Signals without noticing any let up in the| 


speed of the boat, hurried to the engine 
room. The machinery was revolving at full 
speed. Kelly was leaning against the wall 
of the engine room, his hand firmly clenech- 
tng the throttle. 

“Slow down, man, slow down!” shouted 
the fireman.

NOISY AT ELIZABETHTOWN 


THE GOVERNOR MADE HIS AD- 
DRESS UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 


Louisville Gave Him a Warm Welcome | 
and a Large Crowd Filled the 
Auditorium. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 13.—Louisville to- 
night gave Gov. Roosevelt an enthusiastic 
reception, the program concluding with a 
crowded meeting at the Auditorium.

10 Per Cent Advance.

ABOLITION OF THE SLIDING 


SCALE IS DEMANDED. 


Outcome of the Scranton Convention 


Brings the Quesion of the Strike’s 
End Up to the Operators. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—During a -political 
meeting tonight at which Senator Hanna 


Was the chief speaker, one-of the audience 


asked him: 
‘“‘Hiow about the Pennsylvania strike?’ 


“It will be settled tomorrow,’ was the 


reply. 


Senator Hanna also declared practically 
that his efforts were largely responsible 


for the concessions made to the men by 
the coal mine operators. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Oct. 13.~The anthracite 
coal miners now on strike, after a two 


days’ cenvention, late this afternoon de- 
cided to accept the 10 per cent net increase 
in wages offered by the mine owners, pro- 
viding they will continue the payment of 
the advance until next April and will abol- 
ish the sliding scale. If the operators con- 
sider the proposition acceptable the miners 
are willing to arbitrate the questions at 
issue. 

They also decided to continue the strike 
until the operators agree to the convention's 
proposition. The resolution is as follows: 

“We, your committee, respectfully sub- 
mit the following preamble and resolutions 
for your consideration: 

“Whereas, The anthracite coal operators 
have posted notices offering an advance ot 


10 per cent over wages formerly paid and | 


have signified their willingness to adjust 
Our grievances with their employes; 
“Whereas, they have failed to specify the 


length of time this advance would remain | 
in force, and have also failed to abolish | 


the sliding scale method of determining 
wages, we would recommend: 

“That this convention accept an advance 
of 10 per cent, providing the operators will 
continue its payment until April 1, 1991, and 
will abolish the sliding scale in the Lehigh 
and Schuylkill regions, the scale of wages 
in the two last named districts to remain 
stationary at 10 per cent above the present 
basis price and that the companies will 
agree to adjust other grievances com- 
plained of with committees of their own 
neo. 

“Should this proposition be unacceptable 
to the operators, we recommend that the 
convention propose that all questions at is- 
sue be submitted to a fair and impartial 
board of arbitration. 

‘We would further recommend that under 
no circumstances whatever should there be 
@ resumption of work at any of the col- 
lieries until the operators signify their ac- 
ceptance of this proposition, and you are 
notified officially that the strike is ended, 
and all return to work in a body on the 
Same day.”

DECLARES ROOSEVELT QUES- 
TIONS EASY TO ANSWER. 


Bome of the Unusual Incidents of the 
Tour of the State of Hanna and 
McKinley. 


MANSFIELD, O., Oct. 13.—Bryan’s sec- 
ond day in Ohio was a revelation. It was 
as lively as his first was dull. The crowds 
were larger and there was enthusiasm of 
the most vigorous kind everywhere. Fully 
40,000 persons were in the streets of this 
city, the home of John Sherman, when 
Bryan arrived. People gathered at the sta- 
tions where the train was scheduled to pass 
and cheered the train and waved flags at 
it. To be sure, the train went through sev- 
eral Democratic counties, but everybody in 
each community seemed to have turned 
out. Bryan was as full of life as a boy. 
He slept nearly ten hours and made his 
first appearance at Chilucothe fairly bub- 
bling over with animal spirft and good 
humor. He joked with his friends and the 


correspondents. Two or three times he 
left his meals to spring out to the rear 
platform and wave greetings to people 
gathered along the tracks. His good nature 
increased with each meeting. The beauty 
of the day had the same electrical effect 
on him it seemed to have on the people, 
‘for at South Loudonville, where at the 
earnest pleading of a local committee, the 
oe was stopped for a few minutes, he 
said: 

*“ “You people may never have seen a 
live President, but today you see a man who 
in 1896 cherished the delusion he was going 
to be and who, under the inspiration of the 
ecg ot day and these wonderful crowds, 
1as begun to have the same symptoms.”’ 

When the Cincinnati papers were brought 
on the train at Chillicothe Mr. Bryan read 
the whole of Gov. Roosevelt's reply to his 
questions of a few days ago. He said: 
guess I'Jl have to say something about this 
today some time.”’ 

“IT do not apprehend much difficulty in 
arguing these questions.

Contrary to schedule, which said Mr.

The speaking occurred from 
a stand erected on Main street at the rear 
of the Rutchel House. It was impossible to 
drive the carriage nearer than 250 feet of 
the stand because of the density of the 
crowd and it took five minutes of time to’ 
get him through the throng to the stand. 
When he reached the stand he faced a mul- 
titude of people that filled the broad thor- 
oughfare on Main street for two or three 
blocks and extended into the cross streets 
for quite a distance. The demonstration 
was one of the greatest seen during the 


campaign. Mr. Bryan was in fine voice, but 
it is safe to say that not one-fourth of the 
people present were able to follow. the 
speech because of the immensity of the 
crowd and the constant noise and confusion. 
When Mr. Bryan arose to speak he was 
received with general cheers. He took up 
the trust question at the outset and almost 
every sentence of the speech devoted to this 
subject was loudly applauded. Referring to 
Senator Hanna's reported declaration that 
‘there are no trusts,’’ Mr. Bryan said: ‘‘He 
should come to Akron and make that state- 
ment.”’ 

This was evidently accepted as a reference 
to the fact that a number of business com- 
binations have their headquarters ni this 
city and it apparently met the approval of 
many of those present. Mr. Bryan again 
referred to the case of Attorney-General 
Monnett and said the lesson to be drawn 
from it was that “in the Republican party 
it is better for a man to violate his oath 
of office than to. insur the enmity of the 
great corporations.”’

A Contest Is On Between Players of Missouri and lowa, 


the ‘‘Moves’’ Are Made by Mail, and the 
Players Never See One Another. 


An interstate correspondence chess tournament has been in progress between chess 
players in Missouri and Iowa since Sept. 15, and is likely to continue for the greater 
part of a year. 

The tournament is attracting widespread attention among chess players throughout 
both states. There are at present 35 players contesting in each state and St. Louis is 
represented on the Missouri side by two experts, L. P. Lawson of 1618 Olive street and 
Dr. B. L. Cooley of 4238 Blaine avenue. It is the wish of both state associations to have 
60 players represent each side and with this object in view additional entries will be 
received during October. 

The tournament is.for all members of the state chess associations and for every 
other player who may care to enter. G. A. Buck of Toronto, Kan., is the referee. 

The tournament rules of the Pillsbury National Correspondence Chess Association 


govern the play and are to be strictly adhered to so as to insure fairness to all con-_ 


cerned. The players will be matched as evenly as possible and a few consultation 
games may be arranged for two or more players on a side. 

A peculiar feature of the tournament is that the opposing playe™ never see each 
other. They write their ‘“‘moves” on cards and mail them to their invisible opponents. 
The answers must be returned within 72 hours. 


The Post-Dispatch on Sunday, Sept. 2, published an account of the State Chess 


tournament with an appended article by L. P. Lawson, which explained the peculiar 
points of the play and the manner in which the contest was conducted. Dr. J. 
Ormsbee of Springfield, Mo., who is secretary and treasurer of the Missouri State 
Chess Association and who writes of the interstate tournament, was the originator of 
both the state and interstate tournaments and is therefore fully conversant with all 
of the rules governing the contest and the methods and manner of play. 


By Dr. J. L. Ormsbee. 

Correspondence chess is played the same as ordinary chess, except the player does 
not see his opponent. Every square and piece on the board has a name, which ts often 
‘abbreviated for convenience in playing. A player arranges his chess men on the beard, 
studies the games and decides which is the best move for him to make. He then writes 
{t down tn his book for recording the game and sends his opponent a copy of the 
move. Thus, if he wishes to move his queen from any square on the board from which 
it can be legally moved to the second square in front of where the queen was placed 


at the beginning of the game, he writes Q—Q2. With other pieces moves are sent in) 


the same way. When the opponent receives the move he records it in his book and 
arranges his chess men on his board, making the move that he Is told to for the other 
man, then studies his own side of the game, decides upon the move, writes it in his 
book and sends a copy of it to the player, together with a copy of the move just re- 
ceived, to insure accuracy in the play. And so the game goes on, unti lone of the 
kings is cornered or a player sees his side has lost and resigns. A game varies from 30 
to 6) moves on a side, according to the ability of the players. 

Sections in the auxiliary tournament are made small, so as to give the players a 
chance to play a game inthe interstate match with Iowa. In section 1 are Messrs. 
Blanchard, Henderson, Wuxkasch and Ormsbee, two best to enter finals. In section 2 are 
Messrs. Perry, Jurden and Stockwell, best man to enter finals. In section 3 are Messrs, 
Brown, Cook and Smith, best man to enter finals 

Division 1 of semi-finals in championship tournament has been 
Messrs. Pierce, Shrader, Tevis and Walker playing. 

Division 2 of semi-finals will probably consist of Messrs. Anderson, Brown, Hol- 
land and two other players, who have not yet qualified for finals. These games will be 
closely contested to see who can win a place in the final round, which will consist of 
four players, two from each division, and the winner in the round will receive a -gold 
The second 
best man will receive a silver medal, all medals to be the personal property of the 
winner. 

Correspondence chess is the best way for beginners to learn how to play chess 
well, because the interval between the moves ts long enough for a player to consult 
the best authorities on the game and to think well before he moves. This style of 
playing is growing very popular, as the recent match between the United States and 
Canada of 100 boards on a side and the coming match, the East vs. the West, and many 
interstate matches all show. 

In the interstate match Iowa moves first on the odd-numbered boards and Mis- 
souri first on the even-numbered boards, except at boards 1 and 4, where this arrange-

R. AND MRS. WILLIAM WINKEL- 
M MANN of Belleville gave a birth- 
day party-Tuesday to nearly a hun- 
dred of their tenants. The guests came 
from three counties, some of them traveling 
60 miles overland.

Two nights the ‘guests were 
housed at the Belleville hotels. 

There never was such a day for those 
tenants. And by that same sign there 
never was such a day for Mr. and Mrs. 
Winkeimann, for in the joy of their tenants 
they find their own greatest-joy and in the 
griefs of their tenants they share, 

It has been the cherished wish of Mr. 
Winkelmann for 15 years to have a grand 
gathering of all the tenants of his scat- 
tered farms. Circumstances always inter- 
fered with the consumation of his desire. 
When Mrs. Winkelmann’s 64th birthday a,- 
proached he cast about for some form of 
celebraticn which would fitly express his 
appreciation of her companionship, spared 
to him another year. The thought came to 
him that no better opportunity would of- 
fer for carrying out his cherished plan of 
bringing the tenants together. He deter- 
mined at once that the celebration should 
take that form. He called Bennet James, 
his general superintendent, into consulta- 
tion and enjoined him to secure the attend- 
ance of al. the tenants at the celebration 
of Mrs. Winkelmann’s birthday. 

It was_not an easy task assigned to Mr. 
James. Mr. Winkelmann's farms are scat- 
tered over St. Clair, Clinton and Monroe 
Counties. There are twenty-four of them 
and their-acres number not less than 4000. 
Mr. Winkelmann is not certain himself how 
many acres tnere are. Nearly all of them 
are long distances from Bellville, the most 
of them being in the American bottom in 
the lower part of Monroe County.

They 
were welcomed at the Winkelmann resi- 
dence on Abend street and then were di- 
rected to the Fair Grounds, which is owned 
by Mr. Winkelmann. They put their horses 
away in the stalls occupied by prize ani- 
mals in the days of the county fair and sup- 
per was then served in the dining hall on 
the grounds. After that they were taken 
to hotels for the night. 

Those living not so far away started very 
early Tuesday morning and reached Belle- 
ville during the forenoon. Just before noon 
they all gathered with their teams at the 
Winkelmann residence. Mr. Winkglmann 
provideti. eacf rig with large flags. A nro- 
cession was formed. It moved: over Abend 
Street to Main street and through Main 
Street to the public square and then down 
Illinois street to the Fair Grounds. 

When they arrived there after the horses 
had been taken care of, Mr. Winkelmann 
led the company to one of the vacant halls 
on the grounds and bade them be seated on 
the benches ranged around the walls. Then 
with cou“tly grace he led Mrs. Winkelmann 
to the center of the floor and said:

SrAe is always glad 
to go and the renters and talk with 
them and eat with them. She enjoys that 
better than anything else. 

“Tl am glad that you are all here. ITI re- 
joice in the realization of my wish to have 
all of my people together once. Now that 
you are here we expect you to stay until 
tomorrow morning at least, and until to- 
morrow night, if you will. Enjoy your- 
se ves. Make it a day of rest and enjoy- 
ment. Make yourselves as happy 
can”’ 

Joseph Stadler of Ivy, 
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tenants, made a brief response. thanking 
Mr. and Mrs. Winklemann for the generous 
provision for their enjoyment and wishing 
them long life and continued prosperity: 

Bennett James, the superintendent, also 
spoke briefly. 

By that time the dinner was ready, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Winkelmann’ led the way to 
the dining hdll. There were fourteen large 
tables there, ranged along each side of the 
hall. The guests were enough to fill them 
and the cooks had prepared enough to fill 
the guests to repletion. An orthestra sta- 
tioned at one end of the hall played as the 
tenants ate. 

After dinner the orchestra moved over to 
a large hall and the afternoon was spent in 
dancing. Mr. Winkelmann was, despite his 
71 years, the gayest dancer of them all. He 
scarcely missed a set and yet at the close 
of the afternoon he said he was not tired 
and announced that he would keep the 
music going as long as anybody wanted to 
dance and he would dance as long as any- 
body else did.

That is to say, in some measure the cucum- 
ber is either taking the place of fruit or Is 
an addition to it for a “bite to eat between 
meals.’’ 

But those who eat them rind and all with- 
out salt or vinegar often make one meal a 
day of them, not only because they are in- 
expensive, but because they serve them 
quite as well as meat in warm weather. A 
cucumber may be said to be the regulation 
““snack’’ between meals for children and 
grown people, too, for that matter, In the 
Italian and Spanish districts, and Germans 
and French people are equally fond of them 
—only that they require some sort of sea- 
soning. 

Until in recent years Americans looked 
upon the cucumber as the creator of more 
cramps in the stomach and the greatest 
friend of cholera that grows out of the 
ground, but this belief is dying out. On the 
contrary, the cucumber has come to be re- 
garded as a healthful food. This is true. 
Men, women and children who eat cucum- 
bers “‘out of the hand” as well as sliced in 
vinegar never touch one after it has be- 
come the least bit decayed, nor will they eat 
them when sliced when they are the least 
bit wilted. They must be crisp and sound, 
and when they are so it is claimed by 
those who nearly live on them that they 
are healthier, more satisfying and better 
‘fat makers’ than any kind of fruit in 
equal quantity One or even two dozen cu- 
cumbers a day are not considered too many

ALIFORNIA’S big trees—the largest, 

the most majestic trees in the worid 

and the oldest of all living things— 

are to be protected by the United States 
government. 

These trees are located in fsolated groves 
on the west slope of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains and nowhere else in the world. 

Long a subject of special interest to bot- 
anists and scientists generally, these trees 
have lately come to public. attention 
through efforts of Californians to securo 
federal aid in having these groves effectu- 
ally protected. While Congress has as yet 
taken no action in the premises, Gifford 
Pinchot, the United States forester, acting 
under Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, has 
made an exhaustive study of these trees 
and drawn some very interesting conclu- 
sions.

EFORE the glacial period the genus 

B of big trees called Sequoia flourished 

widely in the temperate zones of 

three continents. There were many species, 

and Europe, Asia and America had each 

its share. But when the ice fields moved 

down out ofthe north the luxuriant vege- 

tation of the age declined, and with it these 
multitudes of trees. 

When the ice receded just two species, 
the Big tree and Redwood survived. Both 
grew tn California. Now the Redwood lives 
only in a narrow strip of the coast ranges 
while the big tree is found only in small 
groves scattered along the west slope of 
the Sicrra Nevada mountains, from the 
middle fork of the Amerfcan river to the 
head of Deer creek, a distance of 260 miles. 

The big trees are among the scarcest of 
known tree species and have the extreme 
acientific value of being the best living rep- 
resentatives of a former geologic age. The 
big tree has come down to us 
through the vicissitudes of many 
centuries solely because of its = su- 
perb qualifications. Its bark is often 
two feet thick and almost non-combustible. 
The oldest specimens felled are still sound 
at the heart, and fungus is an enemy un- 
kuown to it. Yet the big trees have appar- 
ently not increased their range since the 
giacial epoch. They have only just man 
aged to hold their own on the little strip 
of country where the climate is locally fa- 
vorable. 

At the present time only one grove is thor- 
oughly safe from destruction. It is called 
the Mariposa, and is far from being the 
most interesting. Most of the other groves 
are either in process of, or in danger of, be- 
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ing logged. The very finest of all, the Ca- 
laveras Grove, with the biggest and tallest 
trees, the most uncontaminated surround- 
ings, and practically all the literary and 
Scientific associations of the species con- 
hected with it, has been purchased recently 
by a lumberman who came into full posses- 
sion on the Ist of April, 1900. The Sequoia 
and Gen. Grant National parks, which 
are supposed to embrace and give security 
to a large part of the remaining big trees, 
are eaten into by a sawmill each, and by 
private timber claims amounting to a total 
of 1172.87 acres. The rest of the scanty 
patches of big trees are in a fair way to 
disappear—in Calaveras, Tuolumne, Fresno, 
and Tulare counties, they are now disap- 
pearing—by the ax. In brief, the majority 
of the big trees of California, tertainly the 
best of them, are owned by people who have 
every right, and in many cases every inten- 
tion, to cut them into lumber. 

A few men could not chop down one 
of these great trees. So the method adopt- 
ed to fell them was to bore the trees with 
pump augers. To cut down a tree known 
as “Old Hercules,’ in Calaveras grove, 
employed five men twenty-two days to ac- 
complish; and after the stem was finally 
severed from the stump, the uprightness of 
its position, and breadth of its base, pre- 
vented its overthrow; so that two and a 
half of the twenty-two days were spent 
in inserting wedges, and driving them into 
the butt of the tree, by logs suspended on 
ropes, thereby to compel its downfall. 
While these slow and apparently hopeless 
attempts were being undertaken, and the 
workmen had retired for dinner, a gust of 
wind took hold of its top, and hurled it 
over without the least seeming effort: its 
fall causing the earth to tremble as. by 
an earthquake. 


‘And this is only one of the numerous 
vegetable giants that Time's scythe has 
laid low, for near here lies ‘‘Old Hercules,”’ 
the largest standing tree in the grove until 
1862, then being 325 feet in height by 95 
feet in circumference, at the ground; this 
was blown down that year during a heavy 
storm, “‘The Miner's Cabin,”’ 319 feet long 
by 21 inches in diameter, thrown over by a 
gale in 1860; and “The Fallen Monarch,” 
which has probably been down for cen- 
turies. 


This trunk is still 18 feet in diameter, and 
was probably over 300 feet high. 


In the Stanislaus or South Calaveras 
grove, there are 1380 big trees, ranging in 
diameter from one foot to & feet. They 
are from 30 to 100 feet in circumference at 
the ground and in a bewildering variety of 
shapes and positions,

Their Preservation Considered by the Head of the

‘“‘Noah’s Ark,’’ another prostrate shell,was 
hollow for 150 feet, through which, for 60 
feet, three horsemen could ride abreast; but 
the snows -f recent winters have broken 
in its roof, and blocked all further passage 
down it. In ‘‘Tree of Refuge,’’ one severe 
winter, 16 cattle took shelter. Near to this 
lies “Old Goliath,’’ the largest decumbent 
tree in the grove; whose circumfer: nee 
was over 100 feet, and, when erect, was 
of proportionate height to the tallest. Dur- 
ing the gale that prostrated ‘‘Hercules,’’ 
in the Calaveras grove, this grand old tree 
had also to succumb. One of his stalwart 
limbs was 11 feet in diameter. 

Mariposa grove occupies-a belt 3200 feet 
long by 700 feet broad, extending in a 
northwest and southwest direction, in a de- 
pression between two slopes, through which 
meanders a small brook which dries up in 
summer. There are between 90 and 100 
trees of large size in the grove, and a con- 
siderable number of small ones. 

In the Mariposa grove is a tree known as 
the “Grizzly Giant,’’ which is 93 feet 7 
inches in circumference at the ground, and 
64 feet 3 inches at 11 feet above. Its two 
diameters at the base, as near as we could 
measure, were 30 and 31 feet. The calcu- 
lated diameter at ll feet above the ground 
is 20 feet, nearly. 

In the King’s River and Kaweah River 
Grove I saw a tree 377 years old, with a 
diameter of 8 feet, exclusive of bark. 

Another tree, in the same grove, which 
had fallen, and had been burned hollow, was 
so large ihat three horsemen could ride 
abreast into the cavity for a distance of oV 
feet, its height: and width bgng about ll 
feet. At a distance of 70 feet the diameter 
of the cavity was still as much as 3 feet. 
The base of this tree could not be easily 
measured, but the trunk was burned 
through at 120 feet from the ground, and at 
that point had a diameter (exclusive of the 
bark) of 13 feet 2 inches; and at 169 feet 
from its base the tree was 9 feet in diame- 
ter. a 

Here are a few facts about one of the 
trees in Calaveras or ““Mammoth" grove, 
said to be the first of the big trees dis- 
covered. It was cut in 1853. i 

Its diameter across the solid wood, after 
the bark was removed (and which was from 
15 to 18 inches in thickness), is 25 feet, al- 
though the tree was cut off 6 feet above the 
ground. However incredible it may appear, 
on July 4, 1854, I formed one of a cotillion 
party of 32 persons dancing upon this 
stump, in addition to which the musiclans 
and lookers-on numbered 17, making a total 
of 49 occupants on its surface at one time. 
A pavilion has been erected over it. There 
is no more strikingly convincing proof, in 
any grove, of the immense size of the big 
trees, than this stump. 

This tree was 302 feet in height, and, at 


the ground, 96 feet in circumference, before 
it was disturbed. Some sacrilegious van- 
dals, from the motive of making its expo- 
sition ‘“‘pay,’’ removed the bark to the 
height of 30 feet; and afterwards transport- 
ed it to Engiand, where it was formed into 
a room; but was afterwards consumed by 
fire with the celebrated Crystal Palace at 
Kensington, England. This girdling of the 
tree very naturally brought death to it; but 
even then its majestic form must have per- 
petually taunted the belittled and sordid 
spirits that caused it.

| The feature which essentially 

'guishes peacocks from other birds of their 
order is the immense tail which they pos- 
sess. It is formed of long, large and tufted 

'feather®, colored with the richest shades,

shades of emerald, and is studded with in- 
numerable and brilliant eyes. 

This beautiful train of the male bird is 
not the tail proper, but only the tail covers 
which are enormously lengthened.

If they 
have the proper care these birds can be 
made quite tame. We had an old cock bird 
this summer that would come into the din- 
ing room at mealtimes and take scraps 
from our hands. The female is harder to 
tame than the male. 

The male begins moulting his “train” 
about the middle of July and by the last of 
September he will be all moulted out and 
then he is much ashamy of himself and 
shuns the soclety even of his wife. He will 
get a new “train” during the early spring. 
generally in February. These birds do not 
get full plumage until the third year. 

Peahens seldom lay until they are 2 years 
old and then the eggs do not run very fer- 
tile; they lay from five to ten eggs, a little 
larger than the turkey's eggs, but the same 
shape. | have know of hens laying 14 eggs, 
but this is the exception. They begin lay- 
ing in May or June and if not disturbed will 
lay an egg each day until they are ready 
to brood. They generally hide their nests 
at some distance from the buildings, choos- 
ing a secluded spot in the weeds or bushes. 

They do not make much of a nest, some- 
times scratching up some sticks or grass 
and at times laying their eggs on the bare 
ground. The time of incubation Is the same 
as that of the turkey, 28 days. You can gen- 
erally tell where a peahen is going to nest 
by her queer, shy actions, dodging about 
from one hiding place to another. You can 
hardly keep track of her, but be on the 
lookout from morning to night, for this Is 
the time she goes to her nest, and you can 
locate it. They always fly from the neat, 
making a different sound than usual. When 
the little ones are hatched just let them 
run about with the mother bird and she

MAGDEBURG SAUERKRAUT. 


EKE is a consular recipe for Magde 

H burg sauerkraut (omitting “business 
secrets’. herein Hes the worldwide 

fame of Magdeburg sauerkraut): “Take a 
number of heads of white cabbage, as fresh 
as possible, and cut them into fine, long 
shreds. Place in layers in barrels or kegs, 
strewing salt over each layer, using half @ 
pound of salt for each 2% cabbages. Press 
the mass down with clean feet, wooden 
shoes or a heavy stamper. Place a cover on 
the barrel, and upon this lay a heavy stone, 
This presses the sauerkraut more and con- 
serves it better. The sauerkraut must then 
be allowed to ferment in a@ cellar for from 
three to eight days, according to the tem- 
perature of the room. The barrel should 
then be tightly closed and kept in a cool 
place, preferably in a cellar. Fancy grades 
of sauerkraut are produced by pour- 
inc white wine into barrels after 
they are filled. Apples chopped very One are 
also sometimes mixed with the cabbage. 
After the barrel is closed, the sauerkraut 
will be ready for use In about a week. As 
goon as some is used the barrel should be 
covered and a stone again placed on top.

A few days later the hen-birds come from 
the scuth to cheer them and mates are 
chosen, with as much rivalry and fighting 
in the wooing as happens with other birds. 
It is said that their mating once accom- 
plished is never broken; that the cuckoos 
pair for life and are peculiarly affectionate 
to one another, and if this is true here 1s 
a good bit of character at the very start. 

At any rate, In May and June, when 
other birds are engaged in preparing for 
their young, the cuckoo, too, lays her eggs, 
but in @ manner all her own. Too lazy, 
as the people say, to make a cradle for 
her expected offspring, she searches slyly 
about the shrubbery for some other cradie 
in which she can deposit the eggs that na- 
ture forces her to produce. 

In this quest she is aided by her incon- 
spicuous plumage, which in the main is ash. 
colored—the war gray that ships assume 
when.they want to hide—and by her fears, 
for a clamor will be raised the instant she 
shows herself in the indignant feathered 
community. 

Having made the discovery, 
pared, and lingers near until ready to pro- 
duce an egg, and then a very extraordinary 
thing happens, the like of which is not 
known elsewhere. This egg is laid, not in 
the chosen hospice, but on the ground. 
The cuckoo then lifts it in her bill anu 
carries it, sometimes a considerable dis- 
tance, to the nest in which she intends (or 
finds herself able) to place it, and puts it 
there out of her beak. This practice prob- 
ably accounts for the relatively small size 
of this egg. which, in proportion to the 
weight of the mother, is less than that of 
any other bird; and by means of the beak 
it can be placed in the nests of little birds 
breeding in holes, etc., utterly inaccessible 
to the cuckoo’s body. 

Now there comes in here a very interest- 
ing and suggestive fact, which is probably 
to be attributed to hereditary instinct and 
organization rather than to the superior 
intelligence it seems at first sight to imply. 
The eggs of the bird upon whom each of 
the various cuckoos foists its charge closely 
resemble the cuckoo’s own. This has al- 
ready been mentioned in the case of tye 
great spotted species of the Mediterranean 
region, and it is true, as a rule, of the 
parasitic species in all parts of the world, 
many o hich restrict themselves to some 
one king of bird in choosing foster-parents. 

The eggs of other land birds maintain a 
close adherence to the type, but this is not 
the case tn this species of cuckoo, whose 
eggs show wide variation from the more 
common and perhaps normal pattern of 
profuse speckling in dull colors on a pale 
reddish or greenish gray ground. 

Now, it was long ago noticed that the 
variety of cuckoo’s egg laid in any nest was 
always that which-most nearly resembled 
the rightful eggs there—an obvious advan- 
tage ag tending to deceive the recipient. 
Acilan mentioned this in his curious book 
“On the Nature of Animals,’ written in 
Italy ip the second century, and many 
later writers have confirmed it. 

One cannot suppose that the cuckoo can 
exercise any voluntary control over the 
pattern of eggs it shall produce, nor that 
the varieties are accidental. The best ex- 
planation is that-each cuckoo seeks to place 
its eggs in the nest of the Same sort of 
bird as that which raised it. It feels at 
home there instinctively and nowhere else, 
and this preference descends to its daugh- 
ters—a process that has now been going on 
until the habit has become instinctive, ahd 
natural selection has gradually modified 
the egg-producing organs of each set of 
cuckoos into coloring eggs to resemble 
those of the kind of foster-parents it in- 
stinctively seeks. 

Its allen egg having been successfully 
placed in the proper asylum, the interest 
of the apparently unnatural mother ceases.

The elephant shows even a greater varia- 
tion in its longevity, and because of its 
‘great length of life we find authorities dif- 


fering in the average limit of the animal 


all the way from one to two centuries. 

Buffon and Cuvier both give the elephant 
a life of two centuries, but many authors 
since then have advanced this limit to even 
400 and 500 years. We have the historical 
account of Alexander's famous elephant 
Ajax, which reached an indefinite but great 
age. According to the story, the great con- 
queror of the world consecrated one of his 
fighting elephants to the sun, after his vic- 
tory over Porus, and attaching a suitable 
inscription to it, he turned the animal loose. 
It was reported that this elephant was 
found 360 years later; but the authority is 
somewhat doubtful. 

The ancients were inaccurate about the 
longevity of their favorite animals, and 
they were inclined to attribute to them an 
age totally at variance with the facts. Thus 
we find Hesiod attributing to the crow the 
extreme age of a thousand years, but Bulf- 
fon modified this to 108 years, and subse- 
quent authorities would reduce this to even 
smaller figures. ' 

Likewise the stag was reported by the 
ancients to have a fabulous age, but there 
are no facts upon which this conclusion 
could be based. Even Aristotle contradict- 
ed the prevalent idea that the stag has a 
wonderful age limit. Buffon reasoned that 
its longevity should be somewhere between 
% and 40 years, because of the fact that it 
takes five or six years for the animal to 
reach its full growth. 

We are surer of the longevity of our 
smaller animals, such as rabbits, squirrels, 
guinea pigs, hares and foxes. Rabbits and 
guinea pigs are given an average longevity 
of seven years, and squirrels and hares 
eight, while foxes live to be from 14 to Ib. 
The average age limit of cattle may be 
placed at 15 to 18, and of the horse and 
the ass at &% to 3. But so much depends 
on the services demanded of these swo lat- 
ter animals, and on the care they receive, 
that the age limit is made decidedly va- 
riable. 

Modern methods of keeping animals in 
captivity, and of using those whose services 
are of value to us, certainly introduce new 
factors in the case that frequently upset 
existing theories. The longevity of the an!- 
mals is based solely upon the average life 
when not influenced by any unusual 
change, treatment, disease or accident. Any 
of these determining factors might shorten 
the life ony many animals in one particular 
locality, which at first glance might seem 
to establish a new rule. 

An interesting question arises at this 
point, one that it is difficult to answer. 
How much does captivity and domesticity 
affect the longevity of animals? Do we 
shorten their lives by the artificial condl- 
tions with which we surround them, or are 
the periods of their natural existence 
lengthened by the good food, gentle care

HIS HISTORY. 

Here is Mr. Brown's life story, he tells It, 
in approving what another has written: 

Alanson D. Brown was born in Granville, 
N. Y¥., March 21, 1847. His father, David 
Brown, was a farmer, who commenced with 
only a good constitution. Alanson worked 
on a farm, and went to Slyborough school 
and North Granville academy. On the 
morning of Sept. 1, 1864, when cutting corn, 
he asked Jim Hines, who had worked for 
his father several years, to take him and 
his trunk to Middle Granville Station, from 
which point he started, wearing a pair of 
heavy boots, for Lansley’s Commercial Col- 
lege, Rutland, Vt. During a term of three 
months he never lost one hour by being 
tardy, and in a school that numbered over 
100, was awarded first prize. After leaving 
school, he was in a drug and grocery store 
in Granville for a little over one year. In 
June, 1866, his uncle, Chas. W. Brown, from 
Columbus, Miss., visited Granville and in- 
duced Alanson, to return to that point with 
him. He worked in his uncle’s general store 
as clerk for three years, and after that time 
was taken into partnership for two years. 
Having ambition for a large town,he closed 
out his interest for $13,000 and started for 
St. Louis. Soon after reaching there he met 
J. M. Hamilton for the first time, who had 
just severed his connection with Appleton, 
Noyes & Co., and was making his calcula- 
tions to start for himself. Mr. Hamilton 
was full of energy, and with less than $10,- 
000 capital started East in January, 1872, 
and purchased a stock in the name of J. 
M. Hamilton & Co. Soon after, the goods 
commenced to come, Brown suggested to 
Hamilton that he would help him about his 
store for a period of 10 days, and if they 
were pleased with each other they would 
go together. The trial proved successful, 
so Brown wrote the copartnership papers 
March 11, 1872, Hamilton furnishing near 
$10,000, and Brown his $13,000. They worked 
together for four years under the name of 
Hamilton & Brown, after which time E. F’. 
Williams and W. H. Carroll were given an 
interest, and the name changed to Hamil- 
ton, Brown & Co.

HIS part of Oklahoma, once called 
a “No Man's Land,” but now designa- 
ted as Beaver County, just south of 
the Kansas and Colorado state lines and 
immediately north of the Panhandle of 
Texas and east of New Mexico, ts the sub- 
ject of extensive and extended litigation. 
Basing rights upon a land grant made 
by the Mexican government in 1832 to Dr. 
John Charles Beales and Jose Manuel 
Royuela, cllizens of the Republic of Mexi- 
co, Robert L. Lindsay, a lawyer of Kansas 
City, Mo., is disposing of land in what is 
now Beaver County. 
The land claimed by Lindsay embraces 
& townships—more than 1,000,000 acres. 
The United States Supreme Court has 
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and register of deeds of Beaver County, in 
answer to fmquiries from purehasers in 
many States, has warned them that their 
title is of no value. 

Lindsay's methods cannot be clearly un- 
derstuod without knowledge of thé history 
of the grant. Beales and Royuela peti- 
tioned the Mexican state of Coahulla, 
Texas, in 1832, for land for colonization pur- 
poses under a law enacted by Mexico in 1825. 
In return for introducing 200 Catholic fam- 
ilies who should become subjects of Mex- 
ico, Beales and Royuela were to receive a 
certain amount of premium lands. The

Le Grande mapped out the eastern 
and northern boundary lines, but suspended 
explorations in October, 1833, because of ap- 
proaching winter, and never resumed his 
work. 

Le Grande’s description of the resources 
of the country encouraged Beales, who 
sailed with a shipload of emigrants from 
New York November 10, 1833, for the Bay 
of Arangaso, Texas, which they reached the 
following December.

Duryea began yachting as a sandbagger 
when 16 years old. 

Striking out for himself in 1894, Duryea 
built the Vaquero, a_ twenty-one-footer, 
and, sailing her himself, won sixteen flags 
in twenty starts—thirteen first prizes, one 
second and two thirds. The following year 
he built Vaquero Il. to try his luck in for- 
waters. He sailed on the Solent and 
won twenty-four flags in thirty starts 
against a class of fourteen.

STREAM NEVER FREEZES 


[atte is a stream in southern Oregon 


called Klamath Fort Creek, that 

never freezes, even in the coldest 
weather. George H. Willson, local forecast 
official of the United States Weather Bu- 
reau, is authority for this statement. 

Klamath Fort Creek is neither wide nor 
long. Its headwaters gush out from the 
huge boulders back of the fort. It runs 
through the valley and empties into anoth- 
er insignificant stream. In winter no matter 
how hard the ground is there is never a 
sign of ice in its water. 

The theory advanced by Mr. Willson to 
account for this phenomenon 1s peculiar. 
The soil of that section of Oregon is of vol- 
canic origin, Twenty-fve miles away fs a 
crater lake 2000 feet above sea level. An 
extinct crater rises out of the center of this 
lake to a height of 1000 feet. The country 
round is covered with ashes to the depth 
of several inches. Pumiee stone and other 
permeable matter compose the upper starta 
and the water circulates freely throughathis 
laver.

The Maxwell Land Grant Co. alleged that 
the conditions of the Beales-Royuela grant 
were precedent to the contractors, Beales 
and Reyuela, becoming owners of any part 
of the grant, and that therefore, no tithe 
passed to the contraecters until those cen- 
ditions were performed, and that, in ne 
event, under the grant or contract, could 
the empresarios or contractoss have ac- 
quired a title to the whole body of land 
described, even if all the conditions had 
been performed. 

in other words, the defendant said that 
the grant In question operated simply to 
designate a large tract of country within 
which the emprcesarios might establish « 
colony or colonies; that no title te any land 
passed to them until such colony was es- 
tablished; that tf a colony was established, 
the colonists were to be suplied with land 
taken from this large body of land; that 
the amount ef land to which the empress 
alos would be entitled, upom the estabiish- 
ment of a colony, was to be determined by 
the number of families Introduced by them, 
and must also be taken from this large

HE flatboat Sargasso, 65 tons, Henry 
C. Sharpless, skipper, laden with 
buffalo heads and elk and deer 
horns from the Valley of Dry Bones, has 
reached St. Louis after floating five 
months on the Missouri river through a 
country so lonely that the crew of the 
Sargasso journeyed 200 miles at times 
without seeing a human being. 

Not in the years since Lewis and Clarke 
blazed the way into the Northwest wild- 
erness has the feat of the Sargasso and 
her skipper been equaled. She was 
launched on the Yellowstone river 800 
miles above its point of confluence with 
the Missouri. She sped down the Yellow- 
stone at times like a bird in flight, often 
going a mile in three and four minutes 
and plunging into swirls and furious rap- 
ids. A hundred times she rammed her 
blunt nose into rock walls and sunken 
rocks; a score of times she swung down 
upon snags and logs and went reeling 
and careening and battering and bump- 
ing much as the waters come down at 


Lodore. But she was a charmed boat, 
whose keel was laid upon Sunday, whose 
hull was launched upon Sunday and 
whose long voyage down the Y ellow- 
stone and the Missouri began on Sunday, 
and she came out right side up and safely 
carrying into the St. Louis harbor her 
crew and her cargo of dry bones. 

The Sargasso passed through the states 
of Montana, North and South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Iowa. Kansas and Missourl 
and touched the west edge of Illinois. 
She touched white settlements where the 
people warned her skipper that he could 
not go further without losing his boat 
and his life in rapids or wild rushes of 
the river. She visited Indian villages 
where the wise men of the tribe counseled 
the skipper to abandon his mad ride and 
spare the lives of his crew. They pointed 
out to him the places where Indian boats 
built of stout red fir had been wrecked 
and their occupants lost; but the Sar- 
gasso went through them like a duck and 
the Sargasso had also been builded of 
the fir that is red. 

The expedition of Capt. Sharpless was 
not like that of Pere Marquette up the 
Fox river and down the Wisconsin and 
the Mississippi, when Indian villages 
dotted the shores and thousands of peopte 
®eheld from the banks, for the Sargasso 
drifted through a wondrously lonely 
land, wrested from the Indian by the 
white man and made desolate by no sub- 
sequent occupation. Velasco saw* more 
people on the upper Amazon centuries 
ago than Sharpless saw on the first 1500 
miles of his trip on the upper Missouri. 
For days and nights, still as only a wil- 
derness can be still, the Sargasso’s crew 
floated without seeing a human being, and 
when a settlement was sighted, whether 
of white men or Indians, there was de- 
light on the big flatboat, for Capt. Sharp- 
less and his crew like the companionship 
of the human race much better than they 
like the profound quiet of a bleak river. 

The Sargasso’s skipper is 56 and an 
old riverman and American continent 
trotter: He takes his wife with him every 
year and travels upon some river or into 
some range of mountains, and before he 


adopted the nomadic career his home 
was in St. Louis. He told the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch the story of his trip down 
the Missouri: 


By HENRY C. SHARPLESS. 


PLANNED my trip a couple of years 
before I made it. Last fall I took my 

wife and went to Livingston, 
6000 people in Montana and ori the Yel- 
lowstone river 800 miles above its junc- 
tion with the Missouri. I worked at Liv- 
ingston last winter and devoted the spring 
to building my boat. People said I was 
crazy to think of taking a boat down the 
Yellowstone from Livingston and I told 
them it was only crazy people who did 
things worth doing, anyhow. 

I knew just what sort of boat I wanted. 
I wanted a boat with the combined qual- 
ities of every boat in’ the United States 
navy. First of all I wanted it to be a 
ram that could punch its way through 
drift and hold its own with the butt end 
of a thousand-foot precipice; I wanted it 
to be double-bowed like a battleship, so 
it wouldn't make much difference which 
end pointed where; I wanted it wide like 
a transport, so I could load it with a big 
cargo without increasing its draft, and | 
wanted it to be tight as a submarine boat 
so we could come through rapids and 
whirlpools without wetting things in the 
cellar. People came around my ship- 
yards a good deal and suggested that I 
call it the Ark, but I had the name all 
a secret buttoned up in my yest, and when 
I had nailed my fir planks and timbers se- 
cure I had the satisfaction of painting 
across the bow the word Sargasso. I 
named it after the Sargasso Sea but in 
all those 4000 miles down the river I 
never once saw a man who knew where 
I got the name or how to pronounce it. 

We set out the 22d day of last April. 
It was Sunday. Sunday, in fact, was the 
Sargassos day. I Jaid her first plank 
on Sunday without knawing what the day 
was. I launched her on Sunday and. she 
began her trip on Sunday. The people of 
Livingston took much interest in my trip 
and when I left there they gave me a big 
silk flag and sent me off with hearty 
cheers. I felt like Coluthbus going out 
to discover a new continent. With me 
were my wife and my nephew, “fa % 
Croit, a young man of 30 years, who 
came over from Portland, Ore.. to make 
the trip. 

The Yellowstone is not considered a 
navigable river. In the early days, when 
little steamers were poking their noses 
wherever they could get in the upper 
rivers, théfe was some navigation of the 
lower Yellowstone, but there is nothing 
of that sort now. The river is less than 
an eighth of a mile in width and it flows 
through paradise. Soon after we started 
the Sargasso was within 20 miles of the 
Yellowstone Park and darting along like 
a frightened thing, for the Yellowstone 
goes like the wind. The first afternoon 
out we saw many people and you cannot 
appreciate what a sensation a boat on the 
river made, for there is not even a skiff 
on it any place along there. It is too swiit 
and dangerous. People would run to the 
shores to see and wave at us and several 
horsemen rode down the shores trying to 
keep pace with us to discover what man- 
ner of thing the Sargasso was. But we 
distanced them al] and went slashing 
into the hills until night, when we lassoed 
a stump and made a landing that put

things aboard into noisy locomotion. 

The morning found us in a country 
beautiful to see, and when we cut loose 
again we forgot the terrors of navigation 
and gave our whole attention to the 
woods and the hills. That night we spent 
in the petrified forest. We saw ove pet- 
rified tree fully 200 feet high. 

The next day we floated within sight of 
the snow-capped Crazy Mountains of 
Montana, and these looked down upon us 
from the north for five days. They were 
gorgeous to see. 


Those 800 miles down the Yellowstone 


went like a brilliant flash. The current 
of the river was ‘something wonderful. 
From Livingston to Billings, 120 miles, 
the river fell 1600 feet, and we sped over 
one five miles in an even 20 minutes, go- 
ing through some narrow gorges so fast 
that the Sargasso almost stood on end 
I had a long sweep fore and aft on the 
boat, and while we were running I stood 
at one of these and Croft managed the 
other. Sometimes we were able to 
steer the boat around certain destruction. 
At other times we were not. At such 
times the Sargasso got whipped in anf 
hammered out’ until the whole outfit 
looked. defeated and we assured each 
other that it was a fool trip anyhow. 

The further down the Yellowstone we 
went the more lonely the river became. 
Two hundred miles below Livingston 
we seemed to have passed the habitable 
zone. We saw neither white men nor In- 
dians. Occasionally we would see a deer 
or some animal of the wilderness, and 
there were birds. But of men there were 
none but the skipper of the Sargasso 
and his helpful nephew Croft. The Yel- 
lowstone was as clear as a wedding bell 
until we got to the mouth of the Powder 
river. The Powder scours a dirty coun- 
try, and it destroyed the transparency 
of the beautiful Yellowstone. When we 
reached the Crow Indian reservation 
there was a great cawing among the 
Crows. They would not believe that we 
had come from Livingston with the Sar- 
gasso, and when we told them we were 
going on down they held up their hands 
in amazement. They trotted out theif 
wise men and had them assure us that 
we would surely be lost in the treacher- 
ous river, but we laughedvat their fears. 

We entered the Missouri river at Fort 
Buford, in North Dakota. The Sargasso 
had weatherd the 800 miles of hard 
knocks in the Yellowstone’ without 
springing a single leak, and she was 
sound and ready for more of it. The 
current of the Missouri, though swift. did 
not fly along like that of the Yellow- 
stone, but there were more bars and ob- 
structions and even fewer people. 

Our first interesting experience on the 
Missouri was at Elbowood, Shel] Creek 
and Independence, on the reservation of 
the Rees, Grovone and Mandan {ndians. 
There were 3800 Indians here, and we 
were surprised to find some of them well 
educated and the. reservation plentifully 
supplied with schoolhouses and churches. 
They were in the midst of a big ghost 
dance when wé reached Independence, 
and we remained there several days to 
see it. The dancing continued unbroken 
through every night and day for a week. 
It consisted of hopping around on one 
foot, yow-yowing in weird jncantation 
and dropping upon the earth in sleep 
when exhausted.. The dancers had piled 
up enough food to last them a month, 


The journey began in April and St. Louis 
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and they ate this as they danced. From 
our boat we could always hear them. At 
times they would break out into wild 
yells and war whoops which rang over 
the praivie for miles, and at other times 
the clamor would quiet until it could 
scarcely be heard. I took my wife up 
one evening and let her see the dance. 
The Indians believe the good old times 
and the buffalo are coming back and 
that the dance is necessary for the re- 
turn of the Indian Messiah who is to 
restore to them these good things. 

All these Indians live along the Mis- 

souri river, but they make no use of it. 
I was surprised at this. I thought they 
would at least have boats and would 
fish, but they did neither. There is none 
of the birchbark canoe and Hiawatha ro- 
mance about them. They never go on the 
river, are too lazy either to build or to 
navigate a boat, and would starve to 
death for sheer laziness if the government 
should withdraw its support. They are 
given food and clothes. The government 
does not permit the growing generation 
to wear long hair like the old Indians. 
Every Indian youth must wear short 
hair. It is a law on the reservation. 
Ile government officials think short hair 
civilizes an Indian more  tthan _ store 
clothes. 
The Indians came to our boat a great 
deal, Sometimes sO many of them came 
aboard I feared they would sink it. They 
looked over our cargo of bones. We had 
picked all these up back on the Yellow- 
stone. where there are buffalo heads and 
elk and deer horns by the thousands. | 
could have. loaded several boats with 
them. It is a veritable valley of dry 
bones, and some day not even this trace 
of the big game of the upper Missouri 
will remain. 

From Fort Berthold to Washburne. 
a distance of 200 miles, we did not see a 
human being. Such loneliness and deso- 
lation I had never seen in my life, though 
there was no apparent reason why things 
should have been so. This was the best 
and deepest part of the Missouri river, 
without bars and obstructions, and there 
was good timber and rich-looking lands 
along the-river banks. Of all parts of 
the Missouri valley, I should expect to 
find this country between Fort Berthold 
and Washburne inhabited. But it is not. 

At the mouth of the Cheyenne river 
we found the Cheyenne Indians. We 
floated through this reservation three 
days, and got well acquainted with the 
Indians Like all the other tribes on the 
upper Missouri the Cheyennes meet civil- 
ization about halt way. I should say 
there were about as many tepees. as 
houses in all the villages. The govern- 
ment does not permit the Indians to lay 
their dead upon sticks and rude frames 
as they used to do not so many years 
ago. They are now compelled to bury 
the’ dead, and the old Indian burial 
ground, with its rotting bodies upon 
little platforms and the ground covered 
with skulls and bones, has disappeared. 
The Cheyennes, as all the other Indians, 
confine their exercise to pony riding and 
will not work. They do not even fish. 

The next Indians we encountered were 
the Brule Sioux. We saw them at Bruie 
agency. These were the masters of the 
Northwest in the early days and they are 
still a fine-looking lot of people. But the 
curse of laziness 1s upon them, and they 
are goners. The last Indians we saw

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were the Omahas. These were just above 
Omaha and a small tribe. 

Coming out of South Dakota we began 
to encounter sand bars. They were 
thicker as we descended the river, and 
navigation became more. difficult. I 
know we grounded upon 200 sand bars 
on the trip, and we were on snags for 
periods of time ranging from 10 minutes 
to 15 hours. It is remarkable how the 
swift, twisting current of the Missour1 
will wedge a boat upon bars and snags. 
I do not wonder that the Missouri has 
been abandoned by the government as a 
navigable river. It never will be naviga- 
ble. The river falls too much and trav- 
erses a country containing much 
sandy soil. The tiver is eating at its 
banks every day, and_ the — aliu- 
vium destroying its channel in- 
creases in quantity every day. 

The bars and islands are becoming 
so thick in the stream that the Missourt 
is not now so much one big river as it 
is a series of little rivers paralleling each 
other through the country. But what- 
ever it loses in volume it regains in 
length, and it seems without end. 

There was a day. when the Missouri 
and its far north and west tributaries were 
not so lonely and torsaken by man as 
they are now. There are traces here and 
there of a great population in Indian cit- 
ies and substantial trading posts, wrecks 
of old trading boats and things that re- 
main of the great business done with the 
trappers. -But all these things of lite are 
gone now, and the Missouri, except tor 
the cities in the lower valley, 1s the most 
lonely and desolate of rivers.

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Notes From the Sargasso’s Log. 


April 22—We made tne start this day, 
and the day had been full of excitement. 
We were at the sweeps all day, and are 
worn out to-night. The water raw like 
the wind, and at times we held of and 
trusted to luck. We almost shivered, the 
boat making a landing in the swift cur- 
rent. The scenery has been grand, but 
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we have been too excited with the dan- 
gers of navigation to look around much 
to see what\there is to see. We shall tle 
up a day or so here and there and see 
the country. | 
April 28—The scenery along this part 
of the Yellowstone is so beautiful we 
stand open-mouthed and say “Oh!”

We have now been 
passing these mountains four days, and 
each day they grow higher, whiter and

May 4—This day we spent at Pompey's

May 22—We spent this day at Custer's 
Last Sunset. an isolated mountain  be- 
tween the Yellowstone and Big, Horn 
rivers. The view from the top ts one of 
the world’s finest. Near here is the val- 
ley of the Little Big Horn, in which Cus- 
ter and his men were killed by the Sioux, 
and the lone mountain overlooking the 
battlefield is so called because Custer saw 
his last sunset fiom this height the even- 
ing before the battle. 

May 23—This is country for rocks. 
Rocks, rocks everywhere, a creation upon 
rock foundations, with rock walls and 
rock roofs. 

May 25—We are now above Forsythe 
and in sight of the Big Horn mountains. 
They are on our south, and are the last 
snow-capped mountains we shal] see on 
our trip. We are killing an occasional 
sage hen and catching rainbow trout, 
white suckers and white fish. We see no 
other kinds of fish in the Yellowstone. 
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June 10—We have just come through 
the Baker and Buffalo rapids., near Miles 
City, Mont. In the early days the boats 
which came up here for pelts could not 
get through these rapids, so the steam 
boatmen shot holes in the rock with dym- 
amite, making a passageway which 18 
even larger and better now than it Was 
then. The current brought the Sargasso 
through this gap with a fush that made 
it hard to breathe. 

June 20—We are now on the Missourt 
river and making time more slowly. We 
rarely see a human being, and there is 
not a hatfull of grass as far as the cye 
can reach. 

July 4—We spent this day at Manhat- 
tan, N. D., at a Russian settlement, 
These people are lost in nowhere, but 
they celebrated the anniversary of Amerie 
can independence with great vigor. They 
had a dance which began early in the 
morning and continued all day and all 
night. There is a grain elevator here 
and the dance was given in this. 

July 22—We are now among the Man- 
dan adiocis. These were once a great 
tribe. Back in the thirties a pestilence 
almost annihilated the tribe, and there 
are but few Mandans here now. They 
were always lovers of games of their own 
invention, and still play Mandan Indian 
bali and have pony racing and festival 
days. 

August 1—~Saw our first boat, a gaso- 
line yacht, at Washburn to-day. 

August 22—We killed our first squirrels 
in Nebraska to-day. We found the first 
fishermen along the river at Sioux City, 
and they are becoming more numerous 
as we descend. We were catching more 
fish than we wented before we saw any 
of these fishermen. We havg caught no 
trout since we passed Billfigs. Mont, 
and we caught our first catfish there. 

September 20—We are now crossing 
Missouri, and the mosquitoes are cating 
us alive

ORIGIN OF THE SCHATCHEN. 


T 1219 North Seventh street lives 
Solomon Wiesman, a great, pon- 
derous patriarch of the Russian 

Jews, who is known as the King of the 
St. Louis Ghetto. He is skilled in those 
things that are customs of the Jews. 
Though not a rabbi, he is a leader among 
his people, their counselor and adviser, 
and their grand old man. He came to 
St. Louis from Russia, and this is what 
he says of the Schatchen: 

“In every city of Europe where the 
Ilebrews are numerous, there are five, 
six or seven schatchens. They are a 
professional class who have made a liv- 
ine among the Hebrews for hundreds 
of years by bringing about weddings 
between the girls and boys. The custom 
began back in the Holy Land, when it 
was deemed advisable inarry young 
men and women at such ages as 12, 13, 
lfi-and 15 years. It was natural that 
young people of such years were not 
really in love with each other fo the 
extent of desiring to marry, so their peo- 
ple looked after the matches. 

“Let us suppose we have a family in 
which there is a girl of 14 years. Her 
are anxious she shall marry. 
They know not whom. So they go to 
the schatchen, and they tell him they 
want a husband for their daughter and 
will give him fiity, a hundred or two 
hundred dollars if he finds therm the right 
sort of young man. Sometimes the par- 
ents of a young man open negotiations 
with the schatchen and want a girl. 
Sometimes two young people who are in 
love employ the = schatchen to make 
things all right among their people. And 
so it goes, the schatchen acting as the 
intermediary through whom the young 
people and their parents conduct every

“We must understand that there is a 
vast difference between the Jews of Eu- 
rope and those of the United States. In 
Russia the young men and young women 
never associate with each other. The 
boys go to school and to church and play 
with none but boys. The girls are as 
figidly thrown with none but girls. In 
this wise they grow to the early mar-

If the 
girl or boy be good looking, clean and 
have a good name it is, ordinarly, enough.

Some 
of them last less than a month. How 
could they last? How many such wed- 
dings would endure in this country, 
where the people, for all difference in 
customs, are nevertheless as human and 
as alike in humanity as the people of 
Russia? 

“Here in St. Louis boys and girls, 
though oftentimes married through the 
schatchen, almost always know each 
other before they. marry and are not 
forced into a union which does not meet 
their taste. A man can steal his girl 
here—go to Clayton, to Belleville or Al- 
ton with her and marry her there. You 
say over here that ‘love laughs at lock- 
smiths.” We do not say that in Russia. 
It would not be true. This difference 
in custom makes the schatchen almost 
unheard of in the United States, while 
in Europe he is everywhere. 

“They are always men. I have never 
known a woman schatchen. Such a per- 
son is cansidered a necessity over there, 
but he is'nothing of the sort here, where 
he can only be useful in rare instances,

“It is worth. five or ten dollars to a 
right bashiul young to have his 
proposing done by an intermediary, aad 
it may be worth twenty or thirty dollars 
to the young man to have someone who 
is smooth of tongue go and talk it all 
over quietly with the young lady’s father 
or mother.

He told the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch the story of his meth-

“We cannot understand the meaning of 
every part Iizekiel’s vision, but as we 
come better to understand the language of 
Oriental symbolism we see that to his audi- 
tors there was nothing forced or artificial 
in these descriptions, but that de- 
tail contained some rich spiritual sugyes- 
tien. It must also be remembered that 
Ezekiel was a. poet, and only the soul of a 
poet can appreciate his wealth of imagery. 
Hlis songs of war and his dirges over falien 
heroes and fallen nations are worthy to be 
cempared with those of any age or race 
Herder hes called him the Aeschylus and 
Shakespeare of the Hebrews, while Schiiler 
wished to study Hebrew chiefly because he 
longed to read Ezekiel in his own language. 

“It has been said that since Ezekiel has 
toid us nothing of himself, we must be 
content to remain wholly ignorant of what 
manner of man he was. But not 
correct. There are a few significant cir- 
cumstances related concerning him and va- 
rious necessary references from his custoni- 
ary speech and life which throw not a lit- 
tle light upon the character of this silent 
prophet. The very fact that he not 
make his own personality prominent, but 
forgets himself in his absorption in his life 
work speaks louder than words concerning 
his modesty and the intensity of 
votion to God. Even his most severe critic 
styles him the prophet of humility. There 
is a positive sublimity in his self-forgetful- 
ness and His life was and 
withdrawn. He seems rarely ever to have 
left his own home. le man of the 
spirit, given up to holy thoughts and heav- 
enly dreams. That he held the respect of 
the elders notwithstanding his withering re- 
proaches proves their faith in his thorough 
manhood and utmost sincereity. He 
have lacked politeness, Renan claims. 
but even Renan acknowledges that this was 
aomartyr spirit ‘Tascinated by justice.’ 
While Kanan of him ‘scrupul- 
ously conscientious’ and ‘passionately in 
earnest to the very bone.’ 

“The character of this preacher may be 
truly seen in his horror of sin. and in his 
method of teaching repentance, and the 
need of a new heart. His anathemas seem 
almost pitiless until we hear’ son ing 
through it all the chief note of every. ser- 
mon, ‘Why will ve die, Oh house of Israel.’ 
The crowning thought of every 
was tu bring men to repentance. and thus 
to holiness, and to turn their eyes from 
the black past to a new future. which 
shall open to men who have new hearts.
